Officials rc|H)rted a death 
toll of 25, and said winds of 
about 125 miles an hour were 
reported in West (iermany's 
Har/ Mountains. West tier- 
many was the hardest hit. 
with 18 fatalities. At lea.st five 
persons were killed by falling 
trees. 

Reuters news agency said 
the death toll was 42 - at least 
20 in West Germany, 11 in 
East Germany, seven in the 
Netherlands, three in Britain 
and one in Belgium 

In West Berlin, a temf)orai*y 
■tructurc housing half a mil¬ 
lion books was blown away.

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To End Ocean Pollution 


LONEXDN (UPI—AP) 
Delegates fi'om 79 coun¬ 
tries Monday formally 
agreed to control the 
dumping of wastes at sea 
to save the world’s oceans 
from pollution. Dumping 
nerve gas, DDT and high- 
level radioactive wastes 
was banned outright. 

The world armed itself with 
fKjwer to declare war against 
ocean FKilliiters. but dif¬ 
ferences remain on the shar¬ 
ing of that [xjwer. 

After 58 countries signed a 
<«>nvention Monday banning 
the dumping of dangerous ra¬ 
dioactive waste, and other 
highly toxic material, confer¬ 
ence chairman Dr. Martin 
Holdgate of Britain said an¬ 
other meeting will be held to 
settle policing and jurisdic¬ 
tional issues. 

Never thelcss. represent¬ 
atives of the 79 countries who 
negotiated the treaty in a 
.somewhat heated 15-day con¬ 
ference said they were sa¬ 
tisfied the document is a 
major step toward cleaning 
up the oceans. 

The Canadian delegation, 
which had been critical nf 
manoeuvres by the big fleet 
powers in earlier bargaining, 
said in a statement the results 
will be beneficial to all coun¬ 
tries represented. 

The delegation, headed by 
Alan Beesley of the external 
affairs department, suggested 
the flag states — tho.se in 
which the big fleets are regis¬ 
tered - and the coastal states 
with big open coastlines 
but virtually no fleets of their"*' 
own - reach n compromise 
through ‘•an accommodation 
of interests.'• 

Eldon Griffiths, an undev- 
secTctary in the British envi¬ 
ronment department, said the 
coastal states can exercise 
control over ships that load or 
dump in their coastal watets. 
And, Discourse, the flag states 
will continue to have j)olicing 
power over their registered 
ships on the high seas through 
their ability to .strike offend¬ 
ing ships fix)4» their registers. 

He suggested the confer¬ 
ence did not give the coastal 
states iKiuer to interfere with 
ships outside their territorial 
waters. 

Another meeting is to be 
held to develop procedures for 
assessing liability in connet- 
tion with environmental dam¬ 
age and to iron out disputed 
ten)retations of the conven¬ 
tion. 

The formal treaty will be 
opened for signatures in 
Washington, London'. Moscow 
and Mexico City from Dec. ‘29, 
1972, to I?ec. 31. 1973. It be¬ 
comes effective after at least 
15 countries have ratified it 
and Griffiths predicted it will 
go into operation by mid-1973. 

The type of punishment to 
be imposed against polluters 
is not spelled out by the con¬ 
vention.

Carcross Parrott Chomps Last Cracker \ 

Oldest, Meanest, Dirtiest 


CARCROSS. Y.T. (CP) - - 
The world-famous Carcross, 
parrot, reputedly the oldcsty 
meanest, dirtiest bird north of 
the 60th parallel, has 
chomped his last cracker. 

Known most recently as 
Polly — for want of a better 
name the Carcross parrot 
was found deceased, drum¬ 
sticks up, Monday morning on 
the floor of his cage in-the 
parlor of the Caribou Hotel, 
where he s&rvivcd ferocious 
northern blizzards, fire and 
the dregs of the Klondike gold 
rush for more than half a cen- 
hiry. 


No one was ever sure of his 
e.xact agp — or sex, for that 
matter — but residents of this 
tiny Yukon settlement believe 
he was the oldest resident of 
the Canadian North" perhaps 
125. 

The parrot is believed to 
have come to the Yukon dur¬ 
ing the early -etages of the 
Klondike gold rush of 1898. In 
the years since then, he be¬ 
came a legend, receiving visi¬ 
tors and fan mail from across 
North America. 

Funeral arrangements have 
not been announced.

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was a Captain Alexander who 
operated a mine near here 
during the First World War. 
He and his wife left Polly at 
the Caribou Hotel in 1918 
when they left for a trip to 
Vancouver.

The convention allows one 
loophole for dumping banned 
wastes — when disposal on 
land could create unaccepta¬ 
ble risk to human life.

A Pain in the Neck

Dear Dr. Thosteson: Please 
tell me what you know about 
wry neck and also the best 
way to treat it. 

Is an operation to cut the 
muscle dangerous? Will it 
handicap you? — B.C. 

Do you mean tell you every¬ 
thing I know about wry neck? 
Or just some? 

And the “best way to treat 
it?” The best treatment is the 
one that fits the cause —- if 
you can find out the cause. 

Torticollis, or wry neck, is 
a pain in the neck more ways 
than one. In plain language, it 
is difficult to treat and results 
are unpredictable. Most of the 
time, the cause is not clear, 
which makes it difficult for 
all concerned. 

A basic part of investigating 
the trouble is to have X-rays 
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in case changes in the neck 
spine are responsible. 

Often no such distortion is 
found -- but the psychological 
factor can be the paramount 
problem, and in some cases 
psychotherapy is necessary to 
get the patient's psychological 
quirks “unwound.” 

Sedatives may help; muscle 
relaxants usually do-not, even 
though excessive tautness of 
certain muscles may be the 
basis of the problem. The 
trouble is, how do you relax 
certain muscles while not af-

Hanoi’s Top Man Peturns to Hanoi 


S.AIGON (UPI) Radio 
Hanoi said today that despite 
previous objections it was 
willing to resume cease-fire 
talks with the United States 
and was sending its top nego¬ 
tiator, Le Due tHk), to Paris to 
resume discussions. 

Radio Hanoi said it was 
dropping its insistence that 
the only reason for any fur¬ 
ther meeting was to sign a 
proposed treaty agreed upon 
earlier by Washington and 
Hanoi. 

It said it was ready to re¬ 
sume talks “once again” to 
show its “good will and 
serious attitude.” 


a delegation here to discuss a 
new extradition treaty be¬ 
tween the two countries, ex¬ 
plicitly covering the crime of 
hijacking. 

The present treaty, written 
in 1904, does not cover hijack¬ 
ing. Canadian authorities are 
seeking Critton’s c.xtradition 
on charges of kidnapping, ex¬ 
tortion and armed robbery — 
recognized as extraditable of¬ 
fences under the treaty. 

Cuba would be settling a 
precedent if it agreed to Can¬ 
ada’s application. It hasn’t ex¬ 
tradited the hijackers of any 
of the numerous planes that 
have landed at Havana air- 
ix)rt in the last decade. 

Signing of the extradition 
treaty was seen as a 
breakthrough. (Canadian auth¬ 
orities have expressed hope 
that it might serve as a model 
for treaties between Cuba and 
other countries. 

It might even be a start to¬ 
wards Cuban acceptance of 
multilateral conventions 
aimed at stamping out aerial 
hijacking, Ottawa officials 
have said. The draft also pro¬ 
vides for the extradition of 
hijackers of boats. 

This is an important point 
w'ith Havana, because a large 
number of Cuban boats have 
been taken by fleeing Cubans 
to .\merican shores. 

Officials here conceded that 
the Canadian initiative stands 
to be obviated if the Cubans, 
because of recent experi¬ 
ences. decide ' to “jump 
ahead” to membership in in¬ 
ternational anti-hijacking con¬ 
ventions. 

They found it “intriguing” 
that the hijacked DC-9 Irad to 
return to Havana a second 
time after the hijackers failed 
to reach agreement with 
Cuban authorities on terms of 
entry the first time. 

This shows that Cuba is in¬ 
creasingly unhappy about its 
role as a domicile for suspect¬ 
ed criminals, the officials 
suggested.

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President Nixon’s Controls 


YV/HILE it is generally conceded that 

^ the main strength in his re-election came 
from President Nixon’s moves in world affairs, he 
had a lot going for him on the homefront as well. 
The program he initiated in the summer of 1971 to 
.stabilize the economy of the United States has 
found wide acceptance. 

There was considerable complaining at first, 
hut. even though the president broke a promise in 
extending his inflation fight, there is little shouting 
now. When first he ordered a 90-day freeze on 
wages and prices a year ago in August, he said he 
would break the back of inflation without manda¬ 
tory controls. He spoke of them with distaste. They 
“crush economic and personal freedom.” But it 
wasn’t too long after that he swallowed his words. 
Within a few days of his announcement, in fact, 
his advisers were saying some form of mandatory 
controls would have to follow the freeze. And they 
did, a year ago this w^eek. 

Although it is only pai-tial, and as such is con¬ 
sidered by many to be unfair, a system of pay and 
price restraints was imposed. And since then a lot 
of Americans have found forgiveness for the bro¬ 
ken promise, and like the^ idea of a controlled 
economy. Some would have the president go fur¬ 
ther. A Gallup Poll earlier this year listed 53 per 
cent of the public favoring a stronger stance than 
has been taken. 

The Price Commission and the Pay Board set 
up in the Nixon program have, from the beginning, 
lx)th progressively narrowed their focus of con¬ 


cern. Today they concentrate largely on big compa¬ 
nies and big unions. 

The Price Commission elected to accomplish a 
goal of cutting inflation to between 2 and 3 per 
cent by the end of this year by regulating profit 
margins rather than actual prices. The Pay Board, 
meanwhile, established a “general pay standard” 
limiting wage increases to 5.5 per cent. 

The Price Commission is working on goods 
and services which account for only 55 per cent of 
the Consumer Price Index. And on wage controls, 
nearly half of all workers — including all federal 
government employees and anyone earning less 
than $2.75 an hour — are exempt from control. 

Nevertheless there has bwn an improvem^t 
in the rale of inflation, although some experts 
maintain it is merely a coincidence. A downward 
trend was evident before the partial controls were 
imposed, it is argued. Not everyone is “buying” 
that; not the man in the street of the Gallup Poll, 
anywa>'. And the chairman of the Price Commis¬ 
sion, writing in last month’s issue of Fortune maga¬ 
zine. said that even a majority of businessmen 
“seem to want (controls) continued.” 

The general feeling would seem to be that 
what President Nixon is doing about inflation is 
right and proper. The strong indication is that 
more than hisS visiting in Moscow and Peking was 
leflected in the one-sided win he registered for a 
second term at the White House. And with the kind 
of support he has been given, it is entirely possible 
he will push his program further. 


Pawns in Jeopardy 


O NLY A POSTAGE-STAMP SIZED PIECE of 
Kashmir separates India and Pakistan from 
agreement on delineation of the frontier and a long 
step towards the firm establishment of the terms of 
the Simla Agreement. 

That agreement, it will be recalled, required 
the Iwo combatant nations in w'hat has been called 
the Bangladesh war to settle their bolder ai-gument 
in Kashmir and withdraw their troops from a dan¬ 
gerous continuing confrontation. 

Meanwhile, because of the territorial stale- 
niate—it involves only a couple of .square miles of 
disputed land—the whole process of normalization 
of relations is stalled, including the freeing of thou¬ 
sands of prisoners of war, refugees and detainees of 
immigrant category. 

India is holding some 93.()(X) Pakistanis, in¬ 
cluding an undetermined number of civilians, 
women and children among them. On the other 
hand Pakistan is denying some 400,000 Bengalis the 
right to quit its territory and make a home in 
Bangladesh. And lo complicate the situation, 
Bangladesh is insisting that about 1,500 of the pris¬ 
oners in India camps be surrendered to the new- 


state for trial as wai* criminals. Already there are 
reports of executions. 

Bangladesh also demands iwognition by Pa¬ 
kistan as a condition of agreement, and India sup¬ 
ports the position of the former eastern province of 
the old, divided Pakistan territory. No prisoners 
will be released, India has proilaimed, until Pres¬ 
ident Z. Ali Bhutto accepts this proposition. 

Since there is no point in denying the existence 
of Bangladesh, it seems pointless to quibble over 
recognition, particularly when it might break the 
deadlock. 

If Pakistan gave that concession, perhaps 
India would be prepared to make a satisfactory 
response in the area of the frontier’s delineation, 
which in turn would allow a general withdrawal 
from the uneasy truce line. 

Nations of goodwill should use their influence 
to the accomplishment of these ends, not only for 
the sake of preservation of peace but for the re¬ 
lease of the unhappy captives who are pawns in a 
precarious game. China has immense influence in 
Pakistan and Russia is India’s all>. and between 
them should be able to persuade the leaders of the 
three countries involved to temper their brittle 
diplomacy with discretion.

Henry Kissinger—Man of the Year 


'I'he most discussed man. 
the most often mentioned 
name, in the United States of 
America t<xfay is not Richard 
Nixon or George McGovern 
but Henry Kissinger the 
(•resident's special assistant 
for national security affairs.

'gotiated the plan for ending 
the war in Vietnam, as the 
result of a series of literally 
flying visits from one end of 
the world lo the other, he was 
regarded as "the most (x>wer- 
ful Number Two man in his¬ 
tory."

If anything 
should happen to Kissinger, 
then Ni.xon would be pres¬ 
ident." But after the famous 
Kissinger statement about 
Vietnam "Peace Is at 
hand” another crack is 
that President Nixon wanted 
(termission lo make this state¬ 
ment -himself, but he could 
not get in to Kissinger to 
clear it with him. The sum¬ 
ming U[) was; however the 
American [)eo|)le vote on 
Election Day. even if Ni.xon 
were to lose, Kissinger wins.

He will 
be 50 years old next May. but 
looks younger nd^ visible 
grey hairs, and though he 
seems no .stripling footballer 
he keeps himself in pretty 
gotxl shapg. 'Born in Germany 
in 192.'?, son of a Jewish 
professor, subject to Na/i ()er- 
secution, he came with hi.s 
mother and father and 
younger brother (now a mil¬ 
lionaire) to the United States 
in 1938.

Seventy French firms now 
are using the three-part work¬ 
ing-day plan. So far, at least, 
they say that their employees 
are happier and more efficient. 

The three-part day, tested 
earlier in Germany and 
Sweden, consists of an option¬ 
al arrival period, a mid-day 
period of “total co-operation,” 
and a final period of opticmal 
departure times. Total time 
worked each day must, of 
course, be that for which the 
employee is paid. 

The first French attempt 
began in Alsace in 1970, in a 
factory which now has defini¬ 
tely accepted the three-part 
day. 

“Most of our management 
staff were against it,” the 
director, Pierre Helmer, told 
a French interviewer. “But 
they agreed to a four-montli 
trial, and the trial convinced 
them.” 

A prime advantage for em¬ 
ployees in this particular 
factory’ is linked to their use 
of public transport, for which 
the operating intervals ai-e 20 
to 40 minutes or even an hour. 

With the old fixed-hour sys¬ 
tem nearly all had to arrive 
far too early to be on time, a 
few did find the official open¬ 
ing time convenient, and 
some arrived every day in a 
breathless rush. 

Police reportedly were as¬ 
tounded by the reduction in 
street accidents during rush 
hours. Foremen, at first solid¬ 
ly opposed to the three-pa i t 
day, changed over because 
first-hour tension vanished 
and maneouvres for obtaining 
a quick beverage before the 
authorized break came to an 
end. 

Leaving times. Helmer 
said, now were made to fit 
train times — or shopping. 

In central Paris, 1,800 cleri¬ 
cal workers in a financial in¬ 
stitution, 95 per cent of whom 
arrived by subway, train, and 
bus from the Paris suburbs, 
are now on the tJiree-part 
day, after final approval by 
the management had been ob¬ 
tained. 

”1 was previously unable to 
get my six-year-old boy ready 
for school and walk there with 
him as other mothers do,” a 
woman accountant explained.

Thieu Has Fair Chance 
Under Kissinger’s Plan

f There is, of course, a lot of 
fine print o< tacit as well as 
writtCT kind in ttie agreement 
hammered out between Henry 
Kissinger and Le Due Tho. 
Not until we know all that is 
implied as well as written, 
and not until it has been put 
into operation, will it be possi¬ 
ble to see clearly just what 
sort of a deal really has been 
made. 

But it is justifiable to say 
that Ivissinger has negotiated 
what appears to be a" perfect¬ 
ly real chance for the survival 
of a non-Communist regime in 
Saigon. 

The conventional wisdom of 
Washington has long assumed 
that sooner or later the Com¬ 
munists will win out in Saigon 
and that the most President 
Nixon was holding out for was 
a gradual transition to save 
the American face and cover 
up the extent of the defeat. 

Hifis may prove to be cor¬ 
rect. nie Tliieu regime migiit 
collapse. President Thieu’s 
real toughness and real politi¬ 
cal astuteness are about to be 
put to a decisive test. No one 
can know bow well he and it 
\ will stand up to the test. 

But there are great • ele¬ 
ments of strength in his {X)si- 
tion. His people have had a 
chance to defect to commu¬ 
nism, and rejected it. There is 
no evidence of a massive 
preference for the men from 
Hanoi twer ihe men Jiow in 


I>ower in Saigon. The South 
all the main cities and of tlie 
Vietnam Army is an 'experi¬ 
enced and well-trained mili¬ 
tary force. It is in wmtrol of 
road and rail lines which con¬ 
nect them. It will, under the 
agreement, continue to be re¬ 
supplied from the United 
States. 

The North Vietnamese main 
forces arc supiiosed, under 
the agreement, to withdraw 
from Cambodia and Laos 
through which their supply 
lines now run. It Ls doubtful 
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that sufficient supplies to suf)- 
IKJit tlwir full strength in the 
from north to south. The 
ti-ails went around the border 
not directly down from North 
to South Vietnam. 

There is to be U.S. aid in 
the economic reconstruction 
of NorthVictnam. Lyndon 
Johnson promised it long ago. 
Ni.xon will honor that prom¬ 
ise, provided of course that 
the Nortli Vietnamese actual¬ 
ly allow the non-Communist 
regime to sur\'ivc in Saigon. 
Aid can be supplied or with¬ 
drawn according to Hanoi’s 
behavior. Washington will re¬ 
tain both carrot and stick into 
the ixjstwcr period. 

Thieu is a realist. He and 
his people are expecting to 
remain in Saigon and in office 
and in power. They have not 
sent their clothes and money 
off to the French Riviera, as 
they would be doing if they 
thought they had been sold 
out by Washington to Hanoi. 
And they would be the first to 
sense such a sell-out. After 
all, their lives as well as their 
fortunes are at stake. 

Nothing Kissinger could 
write into the agreement can 
jirevent the local Viet Cong 
from continuing a guerrilla 
war. But Kissinger has given 
Hanoi reasons for not support¬ 
ing that effort aggressively. 
Can Thieu handle the local 
Viet Cong if the North Viet¬ 
namese regulars keep out of 
tho fight or go home? 

Tliat is up to Thieu. He docs 
have^ feur chance. 


His most immediate con¬ 
cern is the Egyptian amiy. 
Last month’s dismissal of the 
ix)pular war minister, Lt. 
Gen. Muhammad Sadok, and 
navy commander Rear Adm. 
Fahmy Abdel Rahman, have 
set in motion currents of 
protest. 

Wliether these currents, 
during student riots or other 
unrest, could lead to a seizure 
of power by a new officers’ 
junta, no one can say. Egyi)- 
tians outside the circle of 
power around Sadat, and 
many inside it, confess that 
they are just as baffled as for¬ 
eigners about the possible out¬ 
come of military dissent. 

General Sadek, say the re¬ 
gime’s supporters, was fired 
mainly because he would not 
curb his outspoken criticism 
of the Soviets, even after tlie 
departure on Sadat’s orders of 
^ about 15,000 Russian military 
advisers last summer. 

Sadek’s successor as war 
minister and commander in 
chief, Lt. Gen. Ahmed Ismail, 
is not popular. As a profes¬ 
sional intelligence officer, his 
opponents, using army par¬ 
lance, call him “a gumshoe.” 

From Sadat’s viewpoint, he 
has two engaging virtues. He 
acknowledges the primacy of 
the political authority over 
the militEiry. He also was one 
of the few top Egyptian lead¬ 
ers who did not l^lieve the 
precipitous departure of tlie 
Soviet a^isers last July was 
a sound p«icy. 

General Ismail and those of 
like Hijind here point out that 
Egypt got nothing in return 
from the United States. 

Egypt was virtually de¬ 
prived of effective air de¬ 
fences at the precise time 
when Israel, solidly backed by 
Washington, has further 
toughened it line and threat¬ 
ened widespread air strikes to 
end the Raltslinian resistance 
movement. 

Now, at least some of che 
Soviet aip defence personnel 
and theii^ hardware, perhaps 
including SAM three, four and 
six missiles, are returning. 

Sadat listens to advice fi’om 
others besides General Ismail 
who opposed the break with 
Moscow. One is Prime Min¬ 
ister Azziz Sidky, who bo^e 
the brunt of Soviet exaspera¬ 
tion with Sadat during Sidky’s 
last Moscow visit Oct. 16 to 
18 .

LONDON (UPI) — Britain 
has returned eight Asians to^ 
tjganda, Horne Scci^tary 
Robert Carr said Monday, be¬ 
cause they were Ugandan citi¬ 
zens and did not hold British 
passports. 

But he told the House of 
Commons the govciTiment has 
temporarily deferred pjans to 
send back 40 others now in 
Britain. 

“The government have 
made it clear from the outlet 
that, while we accept oOr obli¬ 
gation to admit U.K. passport 


holders expelled from Ugan¬ 
da, responsibility for other 
refugees is a matter for the 
international community as a 
whole,’* Carr said. 

He termed President Idi 
Amin’s expulsion of Asians 
from the East African nation 
“inhumane,’’ but added that 
Britain “cannot accept re¬ 
sponsibility for citizens of 
Uganda.’’ 

Amin’s deadline for depar¬ 
ture of Asians from Uganda 
expired Wednesday. Most of 
those who hax e come to Bri-

tain hold British passports, 
but a small number are either 
stateless or still hold Ugandan 
papers. 

“I have deported no one,” 
Carr said. “I have felt it nec¬ 
essary to refuse entry to 
some, and there is more than 
just a legalistic difference be¬ 
tween refusing entry and de¬ 
porting.’’ 

Meanwhile. Amin an¬ 
nounced Sunday that Asians 
wlio have stayed in Uganda 
will be taken to villages and 
given plots of land to dig. 

^“The Asians will go straight 
to their fields and start dig¬ 
ging and cultivating the dif¬ 
ferent acre.s to be allocated to 
them when they arrive.” 

Amin urged his audience 
“to be kind and helpful to 


them (the Asians) and teach 
them ways of how to dig hard 
and seriously.’’ •

TORONTO (CP» A major 
revamping of Ontario Hydro, 
stripping it of its autonomy 
and making it responsible to 
the government and legisla¬ 
ture through a Crown cor¬ 
poration, was the major rec¬ 
ommendation of a committee 
reviewing the role of the sec¬ 
ond largest public utility in 
North America. 

The utility is administered 
by a commission at present. 

Premier William Davis im¬ 
mediately endorsed the pro¬ 
posal for a Crown corpora¬ 
tion. saying his government 
will pixYceod “in the near fu¬ 
ture’’ lo set one up. 

But he told reporters, at a 
news conference to unveil the 
80-pagc report by a seven- 
member committee headed 
by J. D. Muncaster, he would 
not accept the proposal that 
senior civil servants be part 
of the board.

Million-Ton Tankers 
Would Never See Port 


LONDON (UPI) — U.rcek 
shipping magnate Aristotle 
Onassis is planning a revolu¬ 
tionary 1-million-ton tanker to 
help pixividc safe and econom¬ 
ic transportation of oil to 
meet the fast-growing world 
thirst for the commodity. 

Andrew Spyrou. technical 
director to the Greek ship¬ 
owner and industrialist wlio 
helped pioneer mammoth 
tankers, has outlined the main 
features of the now-patented 
concept. 

He said it will be about four 
years before the final dcsit^n 
stages are reached, but al¬ 
ready industry was showing 
ipterest in the idea. 

The basic unconventional 
vessel would be a huge 
"mother ship’’ carrying cais¬ 
sons, or detachable sea-going 
tanks. The mother ships 
would haul these across the 
oceans, but in deep water,

shore installations. Loading 
would follow' a similar pat¬ 
tern.

Mariner Marks 
Year in Orbit 


Anik Given Boost 
Into Final Orbit 


PASADENA, Calif. (AP) - 
Mariner 9, which dropped into 
orbit around Mars one -yaar 
ago Monday, gave man his 
most piercing look at the 
once-mysterious red planet. 

At 4:40 p.m. PST, Nov. 13, 
1971, Mariner 9 became the 
first man-made object to cir¬ 
cle another planet. In 697 
orbits. Mariner changed 
man's concept of his closest 
planetary neighbor, scientists 
say. 

Mariner ended its $ 125- 
million mission Oct. 27. It is 
still orbiting the planet but no 


longer transmits scientific 
data and is e.xpected to crash 
on Mars in about 50 yeai*s. 

The space prt)be gathered 
evidence that once Mars may 
have supported life on the mi¬ 
crobe level. Dr .Thomas Vre- 
balovich, assistant project sci¬ 
entist at California Institute of 
Technology's Jet Propulsion 
Laboratory, said in an inter¬ 
view. 

‘‘The mission also raised a 
slim possibility of life there 
now,” he added. 

In 1976, a Viking prebe will 
parachute to the Martian sur¬ 
face to seek evidence of life. 


OTTAWA (CP) — Telesat 
C!anada's communications sat¬ 
ellite, Anik I, w'aa boosted on 
its way to i permanent orbit 
Monday. 

The satellite's rocket motor 
was fired by ground control at 
12:53 p.m. PST and Telesat 
president David Golden said 
he was pleased with the re¬ 
sults. 

It will probably be a day or 
two before it is known defini¬ 
tely whether Anik has 
reached the desired orbit. 

The apogee motor, which 
burns 576 pounds of solid fuel 
to attain its final orbit, was 
originally to have been fired 
at 3:30 p.m. PST Sunday. 

However. Telesat Canada 
scientists chose to position the 


satellite more accurately be¬ 
fore putting it into final orbit 
at a fixed point 22,300 miles 
above the Equator, directly 
south of Calgary. 

Golden said Anik would 
reach its final orbit later this 
week, probably Wednesday or 
Thursday. 

The satellite will be tracked 
from stations in Guam; Lake 
Cowichan; Allan Park, Ont., 
and Ottawa. 


' QUEBEC (CP) — The Que¬ 
bec Court of Appeal has re¬ 
jected appeals of contempt of 
court sentences against Que¬ 
bec’s three top labor leaders, 
it was announced Monday.

The three were convicted of 
counselling public servants to 
defy injunctions ordering cer¬ 
tain hospital workers to main¬ 
tain services in some hospi¬ 
tals during a public service 
strike last spring. The 11-day 
strike by more than 2(X),0(X) 


public servants was ended 
April 21 by emergency legisla¬ 
tion passed by the Quebec na¬ 
tional assembly. 

The appeal judges said in 
their judgment thatr'*not only 
were the 12-inonth sentences 
imposed by the Superior 
Court on the labor federation 
leaders in Quebec last spring 
not exaggerated but they 
were fully deserved.” 

The judges also upheld fines 
ranging from $1,400 to $50,000 
imposed on 13 hospital em¬ 
ployee unions which dis¬ 
obeyed injunctions signed by 
Superior (Tourt Judge Gerard 
Pelletier to provide essential 
services at hospitals for the 
chronically and meiUally ill 
during the strike.

U.S. Foreign Aid 
Keeps Countries Poor 


Foreign aid is not all mira¬ 
cle seeds, military might and 
Coca Cola — in fact it keeps 
poor countries poor. 

That’s the belief of Dr. 
Gary MacEoin, visiting 
professor at Fordham Univer¬ 
sity in New York, who gave 
two lectures at the University 
of Victoria Monday, 

MacEoin exploded what he 
called the "foreign aid myth” 
and said in Latin America in 
particular it had only served 
to keep the poor countries 
poor. 

He said the U.S. gets back 
$2 in dividends, royalties and 
repayments for every new 
dollar it gives in foreign aid 
in Latin America. 

"There is going to be a 
steep rise in repayments in 
the next few years where new 
aid given will be less than the 
amount of repayments," Mac¬ 
Eoin said. 

He referred to a widening'' 
disparity between the poor 
countries and the rich and 
said a quarter of mankind 
controls three-quarters of the 
world’s wealth. 

Speaking in an address 
sponsored by the UVic lec¬ 
turer committee. MacEoin 
said the rich countries, partic¬ 
ularly the U.S.. were deliber¬ 
ately thw'arting all efforts of 
the poor countries to get on 
their own feet. 

The rich countries were en¬ 
couraging growtli for their 
own needs and not the basic 
needs of the pooi*er nations. 

He also berated the "decade 
of development" of the 1960s 
in which under-developed 
countries were to have been 
given the aid to share in their 
own wealth. 

MacEoin, who recently 
spent Ihi-ee months in a 20.000- 
mile survey in Latin America 
in which he interviewed more 
than 1,000 people, said one 
Chilean |)ulitical scientist had 


told him of the 60s, "If tliat is 
what one decade of de\-elop- 
ment does for us, spare us 
from another." 

More and more South 
American countries were de¬ 
clining aid because of the 
crippling terms involved, he 
added. 

However. MacFJoin said the 
poor still believe it is within 
the ability of mankind to pro¬ 
vide a decent living for all. 

"But things arc getting 
worse in Latin America, not 
l)etter, with more poor, hungry 
and unemployed. 

"Life is barely tolerable for 
80 per cent of Latin America’s 
275 million people. ” 

He blamed the U.S. for de¬ 
veloping the police state in 
South America and said “they 
don’t seen\ to know what kind 
of monster they have creat¬ 
ed." 


MacEoin. an Irish-born law¬ 
yer, reporter, author and uni- 
\ersity teacher, called, for 
change through enlightened 
self-interest on the part of de¬ 
veloped countries with aware¬ 
ness of the gap between the 
rich and the poor.

The 1960 figure of 24.9 per 
1,000 dropped to 17 per 1,000 
in 1970. 

Moscow University Prof. 
Dmitri Valenti suggested to 
Pravda that the decline has 
two major causes: women are 
l)etter educated and many 
families today feel they can 
afford only one or two chil¬ 
dren. 

Valenti did not touch on a 
related issue affecting the 
birth rate — family planning. 

Contraceptive devices, in¬ 
cluding birth control pills, arc 
freely sold across drugstore 
counters without prescrip¬ 
tions, and abortions for the 
asking have been legal since 
1955. Abortions are performed 
by qualified doctors in state- 
run clinics, they are free to 
married women and cost un¬ 
married girls a nominal few 
rubles. There is no social stig¬ 
ma. 

The contradiction of period¬ 
ic newspaper campaigns en¬ 
couraging larger families and 
free, legal abortion is an¬ 
swered by the official Soviet 
view that family creation 
should be voluntary. 

Almost 46 million Soviet 
women work and constitute 
half the nation’s labor force. 
They outnumber men by 


next decade. 


"The postwar marriage 
boom is expected to produce 
children through the lfl70is but 
in the 1980s there will be 
fewer ^oung people marry¬ 
ing," he said.

Archeological Find

The princess, aged about 50. 
lay in her coffin under a 198 
foot tall mound. The layers of 
w(X)d and clay did not allow' 
air to penetrate the casket 
and the skin of the body was 
fully elastic, the film has 
shown. 

The dresses were adorned 
with floral, human and ani¬ 
mal figures. The tomb con¬ 
tained vases and cases with 
various iuneral gifts such as 
three complete dining sets 


made of lacquered wood and 
beautifully carved jado, and 
stone and bronze statues. 

The find was made late last 
year near Changcha, capital 
of Hunan province in south 
China, according to the film, 
and is considered as one of 
the most important archeolo¬ 
gical discoveries made in 
China in decades. 

One of the most precious 
items in the tomb was a large 
painting on silk portraying 
celestial and earthly mytholo¬ 
gical scenes plus daily life 
scenes from the Han dynasty 
epoch. 

Another film shows discov¬ 
eries made during the recent¬ 
ly-concluded cultural revolu¬ 
tion, including a number of 
objects made of solid gold 
dating back to the height of 
the Tang epoch, in the 7th 
century B.C. 

Another find, considered as 
priceless, was a coat of mail 
made of pieces of jade stiched 
together with golden thread, 
dating back to the Han dynas¬ 
ty, according to the film. 

The films, shown by em¬ 
bassy press attache Tsao 
Kuei-Sheng, will be shown in 
the French version in Paris 
movie houses or on the na¬ 
tional television network in a 
few months time.

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TORONTO (CP) — Cahadian law and 
trade unions came in for criticism during a 
weekend conference of the Toronto Waffle 
Women’s Group. 

Susan Perley of Hulifa.v. author of Women 
and the Law in Nova Scotia, told a session 
Sunday that Canadian law is loaded against 
women and litUe help can be^^ted from 
the legal profession. 

“The lawyers arc not interested in the 
oppressed, and hecause they are mostly men, 
they have less interest in the law for 
women," Miss Perley told the Toronto wo¬ 
men’s group of the Ontario Waffle Movement 
for an Independent Socialist Canada. ** 


In another session, Yvonne Trower, who 
has worked in the trade union movement 
during such periods as the organization of 
workers at the Alcan Aluminum smelter at 
Kitimat, said unions must open executive 
positions to women if they arc to live up to 
their policies of giving equality to all 
members. 

Miss Perley, in her criticism of Canadian ' 
law, warned women not to be lulled into false 
security when laws such <a& equal pay for 
equal work are passed because #uch lavra are 
rarely enforced. 

‘"They are passed to keep us happy — a 
little law here and a little law there." 


Miss Perley, who is not a lawyer, said she 
had approached the profession in Nova Scotia 
to gather, in one reference book, laws which 
affect women. - 

“They said it would be a tremendous job 
and couldn’t be done in less than two years," 
she said. 

She said the research was carried out 
under a federal Local Initiatives Project by a 
research team in less than a year. 

"It is ironical, but the Dalhousie law 
school now uses the book," she said. 

Mrs. Trower, in her criticism of unions, 
stressed It was made "not with the intent to 
attack and destroy ... but so that men and 


women can live in society as equal partners 
in a life of freedom and dignity." 

Referring to her role during the organiza¬ 
tion of workers at Kitimat, Mrs. Trower 
said: 

“When you are one of about 5(X) women in 
an insolated community of about 7,000 men 
and in the middle of a bitter organizing cam¬ 
paign, you quickly learn what both trade 
unionism and male chauvinism is all about.” 

She said that there are 400,008 women 
union members in Canada, that 24 labor or¬ 
ganizations have a majority of female 
members, but few women are in leadership 
positions. 








Birth Flaw Risk 
Drug List Grows 


LONDON (Reuter) A 
British doctor warned Mon¬ 
day that the number of drugs 
that may cause birth abnor¬ 
malities during pregnancy is 
increasing. j> 

He listed 40 types of drugs 
for which there is evidence of 
abnormalities including cleft 
palate, deafness, blindness 
and limb deformities. 

Few if any of these would 
be prescribed for pregnant 
w-omen. Prof. R. S. Illing¬ 
worth wrote in the magazine 
Medical News-Tribune. But 
the danger was that many 
women took unprcscribcd "off 
the shelf” drugs during preg¬ 
nancy. 

Illingworth, of the det)art- 
ment of child health at Shef¬ 
field’s Children’s Hospital, 
.said a United States study 
had shown that the average 


number of drugs taken by 
women in a thrcc-to nine- 
week period of pregnancy was 
8.7 each and that 80 per cent 
of these drugs were taken 
without medical advice. 

He said there is evidence 
that even aspirin may affect 
the fetus. 

"It is thought that a congen¬ 
ital abnormality is commonly 
the end result of a variety of 
factors, genetic and intra¬ 
uterine, and that a drug taken 
at the critical time in preg¬ 
nancy may tip the scale and 
lead to a fetal defect,” Illing¬ 
worth wrote. 

“The best advice which one 
can offer to any pregnant 
woman is that she sh<^d take 
a medicine in pregnancy only 
when it is absolutely neces¬ 
sary — and that is rare.” 


Shopping Forccusl 


Superstore Next 


MIAMI BEACH. Fla. (AP) 

• Shopping in 1982 will be at 
a "superstore” where llie cus¬ 
tomer can not only buy gi*o- 
cenics but also complete a 
host of other routine chores, 
such as banking and getting 
gas for the family car. 

That's the prediction of a 
foiir-mcmbcr research team 
given to the 34th annual meet¬ 
ing of the National Associa¬ 
tion of Food Chains (NAFC). 

In a trend paper, the team 
said the superstore will take 
Us toll among conventional 
supermarkets and discount 
stores which resist change. 

While buyers will find fewer 
stores when the superstores 
take hold, they'll find more 
Inside, the researchers said. 
Most supermarkets now pri- 


vide food, laundry and house¬ 
hold products. 

Added to these lines by the 
superstore, the report said, 
will be already-prepared "fast 
foods;” personal care prod¬ 
ucts; alcoholic beverages; 
some apparel; hobby and 
craft.goods; lawn and garden 
products; gasoline and au¬ 
tomotive supplies; Stationery 
and sewing goods; laundry 
and dry cleaning services; 
and cheque-cashing and bill¬ 
paying facilities operated as 
bank branches within the 
stores by consumer-oriented 
banks. 

The suj>erstore will stay 
open later, probably until 
midnight, but 24-hour opera¬ 
tion is unlikely because of the 
danger of holdups, said the 
marketing experts.

A powerful autumn storm 
Monday unleadied kiUer tor¬ 
nadoes on eastern Texas and 
piled highway-blocking snows 
on the central plains of the 
United States. 

Twisters and violent winds 
killed two persons, injured up 
to 30 and caused more than SI 
million property damage in 
Texas. 

More than a foot of snow 
piled up in Nebraska. High 
winds heaped the snow into 
drifts, snarling ground and air 
traffic and closing schools and 
businesses in some communi¬ 
ties. 

P'our to five foot drifts built 
up in North Platte, Neb. The 
University of Nebraska at 
Omaha closed early and land¬ 
ing operations were halted at 
Omaha’s Eppley airfield. 

Bus companies suspended 
most operations between 
Denver. Colo,, and Lincoln. 
Neb. A rash of accidents, 
mostly fender-bender mishaps 


or the jackknifing of trucks, 
caused authorities at Council 
Blufff, Iowa, to ask all motor¬ 
ists to stay off streets. 

Motorists were stranded at 
truck stops in western 
Kansas, where the state high¬ 
way patrol said “people just 
aren’t trying to travel." Inter¬ 
state 70 was closed to west- 
l)ound traffic from Wakeeney. 
Kan., to the Colorado border 
and all major routes between 
Kansas and Colorado were re¬ 
ported shut down. 

Heavy snow warnings were 
up for parts of Kansas, Ne¬ 
braska. Iowa. Minnesota, Illi¬ 
nois and Wisconsin. For many 
areas it was the first big 
storm of the fall and winter 
season. 

Between the snow belt and 
the tornadoes' path, heavy 
rains washed the middle and 
k)wer Mississippi valley.

NEW YORK (URl) — The Federal Bureau of 
Narcotics and Danaerous Drugs said Monday it has 
seized half a ton of hashish — the most ever con¬ 
fiscated at one time in the United States. The seiz¬ 
ure of the drug, worth millions of dollars, also 
resulted in the arrest of seven persons, two of 
them college teachers. 

Spokesmen said 1,100 pounds of the drug was 
smuggled into the United States from Morocco.

Gandhi Probes Guru 


NKW DEUH (AP)-Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi’s gov¬ 
ernment is investigating a re¬ 
ligious movement headed by a 
guru claiming to be 14 years 
old who is India’s latest spiri¬ 
tual export to the West. 

Informants said Monday 
Mrs. Gandhi herself has taken 


a personal interest in her 
capacity as head of all in¬ 
telligence agencies — in the 
controversy over Gum Ma- 
haraj Ji. known to his devo¬ 
tees as “lord of the universe.’’ 
“prince of fieace’’ and “the 
perfect master.”

Indian diplomatic missions in 
countries where the Guru's 
Divine l.ight Mission 
operates, including the United 
States and Britain, have been 
asked to investigate finaftcial 
asi>ects of the movement. 

'Fhe government, he added, 
wants to determine whether 
the mission is violating Indian 
law', particularly regarding 
restrictions on Indian na¬ 
tionals having bank accounts 
and capital assets abroad. 

The controversy began 
when the guru returned to 
India last Tuesday in a jumbo 
Jetliner filled with 350 Ameri¬ 
can disciples — and a suit¬ 
case conUtining $65,000 in 
money, watches and jewels. 

Customs imjwunded the 
suitcase. 

The watches and jewelry, a 
U.S. devotee said, were gifts 
for the guru, his mother and 
brothers and for about 2,000 
mahatmas, the priests of the 
Divine Light Mission. 

“This was supposed to be 
like a birthday party," he 
said, adding that the devotees 
had come here mainly to cele¬ 
brate the birth anniversary of 


the gum’s la^te, father, who 
founded the Divine Light Mis¬ 
sion in India in 1960.

Winter-Hardy 


While most of the plants we crow 
hereabouts are perfectly hardy and 
come through a normal winter without 
any kind of protection, there are a few 
kinds which might be termed borderline 
cases — plants of doubtful hardiness, 
surviving mild winters but perishing if 
exposed to more severe weather with¬ 
out some kind ef-oovering.,^ 

A good example of a borderline plant 
is the true L^mon Verbena: I say 
"true” because there are several other 
plants masquerading incorrectly under 
this name. 'Hie plant I mean is lippia 
citriodora, a South American shrub that 
gives off a most refreshing scent of 
lemons when the leaves are touched or 
brushed against. I am told there are 
specimens wintering successfully on 
Salt Spring Island, and I imagine there 
are others tucked away in sheltered 
positions, but for most locations Lippia 
should be wintered in a coldframe or 
unheated greenhouse, or draped with 
sacking for the winter. 

The older kinds of Montbretia are 
quite winter-hardy and need no protec¬ 
tion, but some of the newer hybrids are 
not standing up too well here and arc 
best lifted and replanted in a cold- 
frame. 

Or. if no frame i.s available, cut 
down the spent topgrowth and mound 
dry sawdust over the roots. Good drain¬ 
age is a must for these plants. 


The Red Hot Pokers (Kniphofia) and 
the Foxtail Lilly (Eremurus) can be 
grown in < much colder parts of Canada 
than hare, but these plants don’t care 
much for our wet winters and should be 
looked upon as borderline cases. In 
sunny, sheltered, well-drained spots, 
they come through without any particu¬ 
lar fussing, but in heavy sofl, in sites 
where puddles tend to lie in winter, and 
in low-lying frost pockets, it is best to 
winter them in a frame or rig up a 
small plastic shelter of some kind to 
keep off the wet. The Kniphofias should 
have their leaves bundled together and 
tied to keep the winter rain out of their 
tender hearts. 

Hydrangeas will survive anywhere 
here, but getting them to bloom is a 
pup from a different litter. The buds for 
next year's flowers have already 
formed and a severe frost can nip 
these, ruining any chance of bloom until 
1974. Plants which hawe been damaged 
in this way in previous winters are best 
dug up and transplanted to a sheltered 
position against a south-facing wall. 

If no such site is available, your best 
bet for protecting the sensitive terminal 
buds is to bundle the main shoots to- 
getlier. tying them with something soft 
— don’t use scratchy twine as the bark 
is very tender — and erect over them 
some kind of covering made of sacking 
or plastic. 


One local gardener of my acquaint¬ 
ance who lives in a notorious frost pock¬ 
et never had a single bloom on his 
hydrangeas until he started covering 
the ahrubs every winter with plastic 
garment bags. Nowadays he protects 
the terminal buds by spraying them 
wth Wilt-Pruf. an excellent liquid plas¬ 
tic preparation. 

If you transplant your hydrangeas to 
the sunny side of a house wall, you’ll 
have some further worries next sum¬ 
mer. The hydrangea is a hound for 
water, and is the first plant in the gar¬ 
den to droop its leaves in times of 
drought; in fact, ancient Roman gar¬ 
deners used the hydrangea as an indica¬ 
tor plant, signalling when the garden 
needed watering. 

Now. because a south wall is no¬ 
toriously dry in summer, it will be nee- 
essary to water deeply and frequently, 
and maintain a surface mulch of saw¬ 
dust, fir bark or peat moss over the 
roots to conserve moisture when next 
summer’s dry spells arrive. 

Chopped seaweed for use in the gar¬ 
den can be oixlered for 75 cents per 
sack from the Mount View High School 
Band; this is their project to raise 
money for the band’s out-of-town trips.

The PhD Racket 


A U.S. reaefer asks me if I 
would comment on a subject 
that I long ago made a note 
to mention, but somehow 
failed to get it to the typewri- 
cr. She says: 

"I would appreciate getting 
your thoughts on the whole 
question of graduate degrees 
for teachers, particularly of 
high school teachers, and the 
necessity for their having a 
doctorate. 

"Our superintendent of 
schools has a doctorate (in vi¬ 
sual aids, of all things!), and 
he believes \’cry strongly that 
a PhD degree automatically 
makes one a better teacher 
than another by mere posses¬ 
sion of this degree. 

"Our school system has In 
the last few years lost a cou¬ 


ple of very fine men who have 
their master’s degrees and 
are doing advanced study to? 
ward their PhD’s. 

"They are excellent teach¬ 
ers. both from the standpoint 
of knowing their subject and 
ha\1hg wonderful rapport 
with young people. 

"But these men have been 
replaced by others who are 
‘more qualified’ — in other 
words, they have already 
earned their PhD’s." 

In my view, the PhD degree 
is the most outrageous aca¬ 
demic racket in the United 
Stales, and has bcBp'for a 
long time. 

In a few' fields, the PhD 
makes sense and - carries 
some weight. But In most 
areas, it is meaningless, pre- 

I 


tentious, and ludicrous -- like 
the superintendent with a 
PhD in "visual aids." 

An advanced degree Is espe¬ 
cially irrelevent in the field of 
teaching, where personality, 
imagination, humor and the 
ability to communicate are 
what make a good teacher, 
not advanced courses in the 
techniques of pedagogy. 

This is another example of 
the bureaucratization of the 
whole ^ ^ucati<mal system, 
which is run for the adminis¬ 
trators and the degree collec¬ 
tors rather than for the stu¬ 
dents. 

The superintendent this 
lady writes about does not 
w'ant good teachers — he 
wants ones with impressive 
credentials, to make his sys¬ 
tem look better on paw

Tlic PhD has become a joke 
in most American universi¬ 
ties. with dullards obtaining 
this degree in such fields as- 
physical education, recrea¬ 
tion. and, for all I know, rope¬ 
splicing. Even a PhD in jour¬ 
nalism strikes me as a pomp¬ 
ous inflation of a simple field 
of study. 

But teaching, particularly, 
is as much a matter of tem- 
perament and emotional

Rains and Winds 
Rip North Europe 


LONDON (AP) — Storms 
with torrential rains and 
winds strong enough to rip off 
roofs swept across northern 
Europe Monday, leaving a 
trail of death, destruction and 
floods. 

Officials rejwrted a death 
toll of 25, and said winds of 
about 125 miles an hour were 
reported in West Germany's 
Harz Mountains. West Ger¬ 
many was the hardest hit, 
with 18 fatalities. At least five 
persons were killed by falling 
trees. 

Reuters news agency said 
the death toll was 42-at least 
20 in West Germany, 11 in 
East Germany, seven in the 
Netherlands, three in Britain 
and one in Belgium. 

In West Berlin, a temporary 
structure housing half a mil¬ 
lion books was blown away.

Another roof, in Huettcntal. 
West Germany, was rip|)ed 
off a vocational school. It 
broke apart and landed on 
sch<K)l children at a bus stop. 
One 11-year-old girl was 
killed. 

In Bremen, a metal sign 
was torn from a hotel 1 * 001 . 
and slashed into the roof of a 
crowded bus. killing one pas¬ 
senger and injuring others. 

The Netherlands was hit by 
gales which roared in from 
the English Channel and the 
North Sea. reaching 90 m.|).h. 
Three |>ersons were killed by 
falling trees. Two farmers 
were killed while on emer¬ 
gency work, and another man 


drowned when his rowboat 
overturned. 

At Gosselic. south of Bruns- 
scls in Belgium, a woman was 
killed when the roof of her 
house was lifted and then fell 
back, the main beam crashing 
through the top storey. 

I n downtown Brussels, 
winds up to 100 m.p.h. were 
rc|H)rled. ripping telephone 
lines and roofs. 

Ferries between Germany 
and Scandinavia and France 
and Britain were unable to 
sail. 

In southern Denmark, the 
storm brought the first snow 
of the season and a hurricane 
warning was issued for Den¬ 
mark and Scandinavia. 

First snows hit Jutland, the 
Alpine passes and the Pennine 
Hills of Britain.

Glory Rides on Tom-Tom

CAMPBELL RIVER ~ 
Nov. 11 will long be a day of 
remembrance for little Tom¬ 
my Martin. ' 

On Saturday, the si.\-year- 
old son of Mrs. Frances Mar¬ 
tin was "adopted" by the 
Pil)e Band of Branch No. 1.37, 
Royal Canadian Legion, as its 
mascot. 

In recent months Tommy, 
who lives in the bldck behind 
the Legion, has been a famil¬ 
iar sight at pipe band prac¬ 
tices. He has an overwhelm¬ 
ing desire to be a drummer. 
He stands at the door of the 
hall or marches up and down 
the parking lot alongside, and 
plays right along with the 
band. His instrument is a di¬ 
lapidated ice cream pail with 
a plastic lid, suspended from 
his shoulder with string, on 
which he keeps excellent time 
with two old drumsticks given 
to him by band members. 

On Remembrance Day 
Tommy was close by the band 
during the services — an a[>- 
pealing sight with his home¬ 
made drum and his Uxiue rail¬ 
ing over one eye. 

The little drummer boy’s 
moment of glory came after 
the services, when secretary- 
manager Jack Phillips an¬ 
nounced to the large crowd 
gathered in the Legion Hall 
that the pipe band is adopting 
Tommy as its mascot. He will 
be outfitted in kilts — to 
match the rest of the band 
by the Legion ladies’ auxllla-“ 
ry, and provided with a regu¬ 
lation drum by Lodge No. 373, 
BPO Elks. His woolen toc|UC 
will be replaced by a feath- 
erM bonnet,, a gift of the Pra< 
lernal Order of Eagles. 

'I'he youngster showed his 
ability to keep time by ac¬ 
companying Pipe Major Ted 
Fergusson and drummer Bill 
McDonald in a stirring tunc, 
after which he was piped tri¬ 
umphantly from the hall. 


LONDON (UPI—AP) 
Delegates from 79 coun¬ 
tries Monday formally 
agreed to control the 
dumping of wastes at sea 
to save the world’s oceans 
from pollution. Dumping 
nerve gas, DDT and high- 
level radioactive wastes 
uas banned outright. 

The world armed itself with 
power to declare war against 
ocean |>olluters, but dif¬ 
ferences remain on the shar¬ 
ing of that ixivvcr. 

After 58 countries signed a 
ronvention Monday banning 
the dumping of dangerous ra¬ 
dioactive waste, and other 
highly toxic material, confer¬ 
ence chairman Dr. Martin 
Holdgate of Britain said an¬ 
other meeting will be held to 
settle policing and jurisdic¬ 
tional issues. 

Nevertheless, represent¬ 
atives of the 79 countries wbo 
negotiated the treaty in a 
somewhat heated 15-day con¬ 
ference said they were sa¬ 
tisfied the document is a 
major step toward cleaning 
up the oceans. 

The Canadian delegation, 
which had been critical of 
manoeuvres by the big fleet 
powers in earlier bargaining, 
said in a statement the results 
will be beneficial to all coun¬ 
tries represented. 

The delegation, headed by 
Alan Beesley of the e.sternal 
affairs department, suggested 
the flag states — those in 
which the big fleets are regis¬ 
tered — and the coastal states 
with big open coastlines 
but virtually no fleets of their 
own — reach a compromise 
through "an accommodation 
of interests." 

Eldon Griffiths, an under¬ 
secretary in the British envi¬ 
ronment department, said the 
coastal states can e.xercise 
control over ships that load or 
dump in tlicir coastal w'aters. 
And, of course, the flag states 
will continue to have policing 
power over their registered 
ships on the high seas through 
their ability to strike offend¬ 
ing ships from their registers. 

He suggested the confer¬ 
ence did not give the coastal 
states power to interfere with 
ships outside their territorial 
waters. 

Another meeting is to be 
held to develo|> procedures for 
assessing liability in connet- 
tion with environmental dam¬ 
age and to iron out dispute in¬ 
terpretations of the conven¬ 
tion. 

The formal treaty will be 
opened for signatures in 
Washington, London. Moscow 
and Mexico City from Dec. ’J9. 
1972, to Dec. 31. 1973. It bc- 
'comes effective after at least 
15 countries have ratified it 
and Griffiths predicted it will 
go into operation by mi^-1973.

Carcross Parrott Chomps Lost Cracker 


Oldest, Meanest, Dirtiest 


CARCROSS. Y.T. (CP> 

The world-famous Carcross 
parrot, reputedly the oldest, 
meanest, dirtiest bird north of 
the 60th parallel. has 
chomped his last cracker. 

Known most recently as 
Polly for want of a better 
name — the Carcross parrot 
was found deceased. drum¬ 
sticks up, Monday morning on 
the floor of his rage in the 
parlor of the Caribou Hotel, 
where he survived ferocious 
northern blizzards, fire and 
the dregs of the Klondike gold 
rush for more than half a cen¬ 
tury. 


No one was ever sure of his 
c.xact age or sex. for that 
matter - but resident .of this 
tiny Yukon settlement ixilieve 
he w-as the oldest resident of 
the Canadian North, perhaps 
125. / 

The parrot is believed to 
have rome to the Yukon dur¬ 
ing the early stages of thr 
Klondike gold rush qf 1S98. In 
the years since then, he be¬ 
came a legend, receiving visi¬ 
tors and fan mail from across 
North America. 

Funeral arrangements have 
not been announced. 

His first recorded owner 


was a Captain Alexander who 
operated a mine near here 
during the Fii*st World War. 
He and his wife left Polly at 
the Caribou Hotel in 1918 
when they left for a trip to 
Vancouver. 

Their ship, the CPR’s 
Princess Sophia, foundered on 
rocks in the Lynn Canal off 
SkagVeay, Alaska and the bird 
has remained at the hotel 
ever since. 

Polly us9d to have a reputa¬ 
tion as a hard drinker, says 
the hotel’s current owner, 
Dorthy Hopcott. — 

"People would come in and 


give him a few bells. He’d 
so drunk he’d fall off his 
perch and lie on the bottom of 
his cage with his feet-stuck UP 
in the air." 

But somewhere in his 
checkered life in the north. 
Polly swore off booze. One of 
the hotel’s owners, according 
to local rosidcnls, taught him 
several verses of Onward 
Christian Soldiers and eventu¬ 
ally eliminated his racy lan¬ 
guage and repertoire of salty 
sea shanties.

PARKSVILLE — A corner’s inquest will begin 
Nov. 23 in Port Alberni into the death of a seven- 
year-old Nitinat Lake boy in a traffic accident 
Saturday afternoon. 

One other child was seriously injured in the 
mishap which involved a van from the Port Alberni 
Indian residential school. 

Parksvillc RCMP identified the dead child as 
David Thomas. Injured was Ale.x Johnson, 6, of 
Kispio.x, who lost his left hand in the accident. He 
was I'eported in satisfactory condition in hospital 
in Port Alberni Monday. 

RCMP said the van was driven by Miss Wendy . 
Frizzell, a child care worker at the residential 


school, and was carrying 13 young boys from the 
school when the accident happened. 


Miss Frizzell and the other 11 children were 
treated at hospital for minor injuries and released. 

Miss Frizzell was driving the van east towards 
Parksville on the Port Alberni-Parksville highway 
Saturday afternoon when it appai-ently went out 
of control near Cameron Lake, about 12 miles east 
o| Port Alberni. 

It I'olled several times before coming to iN?st, 
RCMP said. 

The inquest will be conducted by Port Alberni 
coroner Dr. Norman Jones.

Minimum Wage Hike 
To Hit Care Homes 


Raising of the B.C. mini¬ 
mum wage means the provin¬ 
cial government will have to 
provide more public money 
for private hospitals and rest 
homes if they are not to go 
out of business or increase 
their rates. 

That was the outlook de¬ 
scribed Friday by John 
Hanrahan of Victoria, direc¬ 
tor of the B.C. Rest Home As¬ 
sociation. 

The minimum wage in B.C. 
goes to J2 Dec. 4. $2.25 on 
Dec. 3. 1973 and $2.50 on June 
3. 1974. 

Hanralian said that while 
private hospital and rest 
home operators were con¬ 
cerned about the cost in¬ 
crease, they are not panick¬ 
ing. 

"I am sure this new govern¬ 
ment wiH realize our pi*oblem 
and will give what is needed 
to meet it," he said. 

"The NDP expressed its 
concern that the elderly 
should get proper treatment." 

Hanrahan said he agrees 


with the principle of the new 
wage. "These people working 
in the homes certainly earn 
it,” he said. 

However, he added, the pro¬ 
vincial government will have 
to put in some money or 
smaller homes will be forced 
out of business. 

"This increase will be $4.(X)0 
a month In one large private 
hospital." 

Hanrahan said private hos¬ 
pitals currently receive $10 a 
day for each welfare patient, 
while rest homes receive a 
minimum of $5 a day. At least 
a $5 daily increase is needed 
in each case, he said. 

Guests in' the rest homes 
pay an average of $300 to $400 
a month depending upon facil¬ 
ities and needs, he said, and 
cost to them will have to be 
increased at least $25 monthly 
tj meet the increased payroll. 

Operators have not yet 
sought a meeting with the 
new government, said Hanra¬ 
han, because they have felt 
the new legislators arc very 


busy. "We will need a meet¬ 
ing very shortly," he said. 

Meanwhile most city restau¬ 
rants are adopting a wait and 
see attitude before raising 
prices, in spite of a recent 
resolution by the Victoria and 
Southern Vancouver Island 
branch of the Canadian Res¬ 
taurant Association to put a 
10 per cent increase into ef¬ 
fect when pay was increased. 

Premier Barrett, however, 
has said that he does not see 
the wage increase as a signal 
for price increases in restau¬ 
rants. 

Many city restaurants arc 
unionized, and in these wages 
are already over the $2 mark 
and operators do not expect to 
change prices. 

Other restaurants voluntari¬ 
ly pay above the minimum to 
their staff. 

Restaurant Association 
president Gordon Schoor said 
Friday that operators will 
wait until they sw the effect 
on the balance sheet of the 
new wage scales before in¬ 
creasing prices.

Olympia Finds Key to Waterfront Control

Tlie practice of building 
highriBM and other mas^.c 
developments right at the wa- 
terf^nt is almost a thing of 
the past in the state of Wash¬ 
ington, according to Rod 
Mack, senior planner of the 
state’s ecology department. 


"A developer would find it 
extremely difficult, ifnKit im¬ 
possible to get a permit for a 
highrise at the shoreline of 


any lake, river or the coast," 
Mack said in an interview 
Friday from Olympia, Wash. 

The secret, he said, is in the 
Shorelines Management'*Adt, 
given preliminary status by 
the state legislature 18 
months ago and approved last 
Tuesday by Washington 
voters. 

Voters turned down a pro¬ 
posal to place the act under 
state government jurisdiction. • 

Instead, they approved the 
alternative measure which 


gives counties and municipal¬ 
ities jurisdiction ov^r the act. 
That version was passed by 
the legislature last year but 
was to be effective only until 
the elecUon. 

Had voters rejected the en¬ 
tire package, the act would 
have been scrapped. 

Mack said B.C. could bene¬ 
fit a great deal from Washing¬ 
ton’s experience with regard 
to the management of shore¬ 
lines. Like Washington, D.C. 
was fortunate in having sub¬ 


stantial shorelines, but with¬ 
out adequate protection, they 
would be doomed. 

Interest in the Shorelines 
Management Act has already 
been expressed by several 
B.C. officials,* including pro¬ 
vincial Liberal leader David 
Anderson, and Ken F'arquhar- 
aon, chairman of the B.C. 
Sierra Club. 

Both said earlier this week 
the provincial government 
should look into the possibility 
of designing a siniilar mecha¬ 


nism to protect B.C.’s shore¬ 
lines from undesirable devel¬ 
opment. 

Mack said the act so far 
had achieved everything It 
was intended for. 

The practice of landfill 
operations, he said, had been 
completely eliminated. He 
also said the quality of devel¬ 
opment proposals near fore¬ 
shores had improved a great' 
deal. .. 

Past opposition to 41^ act, 


he said, had come from irre¬ 
sponsible developers and from 
•uninformed owners of small 
pieces of waterfront land. 

The real purpose of the act. 
Mack said, was not to prohibit 
all development at shorelines 
but to place strict controls on 
it. Construction of single-fami¬ 
ly homes was in no way af¬ 
fected by the act, except that 
a permit must be obtained be¬ 
fore construction begins. 

Mack said the present act 


would work better in the long 
run than the proposed version 
which would have placed it 
under exclusive state jurisdic¬ 
tion. 


Too many counties and mu¬ 
nicipalities, he said, were a 
considerable distance from 
Olympia. To administer auc4i 
legislation, he said, a great 
deal of local circumstances 
must be considered. That was 
next to impossible for a state 
government. 


For added protection, he 
said, both parties — the de¬ 
veloper and the municipality 
or county ^ could go before a 
stale board of appeal If they " 
wish.

LONDON (UPI—AP) 
Delegates from 79 coun¬ 
tries Monday formally 
agreed to contml the 
dumping of wastes at sea 
to save the world’s oceans 
from pollution. Dumping 
nerve gas, DDT and high- 
level radioactive wastes 
was banned outright. 

The world armed itself with 
r>ower to declare war against 
ocean fwlluters. but dif¬ 
ferences remain on the shar¬ 
ing of that fiower. 

After 58 countries signed a 
(onvention Monday banning 
the dumping of dangerous ra¬ 
dioactive waste, and other 
highly toxic material, confer¬ 
ence chairman Dr. Martin 
Holdgate of Britain said an¬ 
other meeting will be held to 
settle policing and Jurisdic¬ 
tional issues. 

Never theless, repre.senl- 
atives of the 79 eoui\tries who 
negotiated the treaty in a 
somewhat heated 15-day con- 
Icrencc said they were sa¬ 
tisfied the document is a 
major step toward cleaning 
up the oceayp.s. ^ 

The Canadian delegation, 
which had been critical df 
manoeuvres by the big flcei 
powers in earlier bargaining, 
said in a statement the results 
will be beneficial to all coun¬ 
tries represented. 

The delegation, headed by 
Alan Bcesley of the e.xternal 
affairs department, suggested 
the flag states - those in 
which the big fleets are regis¬ 
tered and the coastal states 
with big open coastlines 
but virtually no fleets of their 
own - reach a compromise 
through “an accommodation 
of interests.” 

Eldon Griffiths, an under¬ 
secretary in the British envi¬ 
ronment department, said the 
coastal states can c.xercisc 
control over ships that load or 
dump in their coastal waters. 

will <ront1bue^to have policing 
power over their registered 
ships on the high seas through 
their ability to strike offend¬ 
ing ships from their registers. 

He suggested the confer¬ 
ence did not give the coastal 
states power to interfere with 
ships outside their territorial 
waters. 

Another meeting is to be 
held to develop procedures for 
assessing liability in connec¬ 
tion with environmental dam¬ 
age and to iron out disputed 
terpretations of the conven¬ 
tion.' 

The formal treaty will be 
opened for signatures in 
Washington, London, Moscow 
and Mexico City from Dec. 29. 
1972, to Dec. 31, 1973. It be¬ 
comes effective after at least 
15 countries have ratified it 
and Griffiths predicted it will 
go into operation by mid-1973.

Carcross Parrott Chomps Last Cracker _ 

Oldest, Meanest, Dirtiest 


CARCROSS. Y.T. (CP) 

The world-famous Carcross 
parrot, reputedly the oldest, 
meanest, dirtiest bird north of 
the 60th parallel. has 
chomped his last cn&cker. ^ 
Known most recently as' 
Polly — for want of a better 
name — the Carcross parrot 
waa found deceased, drum- 
stickt up, Monday morning on 
the floor of his cage in the 
parlor of the Caribou Hotel, 
where he survived ferocious 
northern blizzards, fire, and 
the dregs of the Klondike gold 
rush for more than half a" cen¬ 
tury. 


No one was over sure of his 
exact age or sex, fur that 
matter liut resideriLs of this 
tiny Yukon settlement believe 
he was the oldest resident of 
the Canadian North, perhaps 
125. 

The parrot is believed to 
have come to the Yukon dur¬ 
ing the early stages of the 
Klondike gold rush of 1898. In 
the yeare since then, he be¬ 
came a legend, receiving visi¬ 
tors and fan mail from across 
North America.

His fifst recorded owner 


was a Captain Alexander who 
operated a mine near here 
during the First World War. 
He and hLs wife left Polly at 
the Crfribou Hotel in 1918 
when /hey left for a trip to 
Vancouver. 

Their ship, the CPR’s 
Princess Sophia, foundered on 
rocks in the Lynn Canal off 
Skagway, Alaska, and the bird 
has remained at the hotel

World-famous jazz flutist 
Paul Horn is giving what 
could be considered the most 
important performances of 
his career these days to an 
audience of one he chooses to 
describe as “my biggest fan.”

"This has been going on for 
the last two days,” Sealand 
owner Bob Wright said Mon¬ 
day night. "And there has 
been a definite reaction from 
Haida. His dorsal fin has 
straightened out, wdiich is 
supposed to be a good sign. 

"We’re pulling everything 
out of the hat we can. Haida 
has responded before to re- 
corded music, including 
everything from Bach to rock 
'n roll. But he has responded 
better to Paul’s flute than 
anything else. He comes over 
and looks at Paul and is actu¬ 
ally vocalizing back at him. It 
is quite spectacular.” 

Haida has been listless and 
off his feed since shortly after 
the death Nov. 2 of his mate, 
Chimo, the albino killer 
W'hale. 

Wright said Haida did have 
an infection he might well 
have caught from Chimo, who 
died because of a rare heredi¬ 
tary factor — chediak-higoshi 
syndrome. This is something 
which breaks down the mech¬ 
anism necessary for fighting 
off infection. 

The world had barely got 


over the shock of Chimo’s 
death when it was discovered 
Haida just wasn’t his spunky 
old self. He had no desire for 
food or fun. His puiblic per¬ 
formances had to bk cancelled 
and a medical team brought 
in. 

In the past seven days he 
has undergone five medical 
examinations. Monday night 
the experts had him up in a 
sling above his tank for the 
most thorough check yet. It 
showed his blood was all 
right. 

The ne.xt step was to be a 
tube feeding of vitamins, calo¬ 
ries and protein.

Region Turned Down Proposal 
For Deal Near Thetis Lake

About 12 months ago, a Vic¬ 
toria developer offered to give 
120 acres of land next to 
Thetis Lake Park to the Capi¬ 
tal Region, provided he was 
jicxmiUed to develop the re- 
jaaining ^ acres. 

The offer never came be¬ 
fore the regional board for 
consideration; it never be¬ 
came public knowledge; it 
was rejected by a special 
committee behind closed 
doors. 

Details of the matter were 
disclosed Monday by Gordon 
Stephenson, one of the main 
shareholders of Thetis Park 
Estates Ltd., the firm which 
made the land offer. 

In an interview, Stephenson 
said he made the offer to the 
regional board shortly after 
his firm’s application for a 
lO-acre-minlmum-Iot subdivi¬ 
sion was partially declined. 

He was referring to an a)>- 
plication for a 44-lot sub¬ 
division north of Thetis Lake 
Park. Each lot was to be 10 
acres, but the regional board 
approved only 26 lots.

turned down on the grounds 
that they were located in the 
Thetis Lake watershed area. 
Development in that area, the 
regional board said, would en¬ 
danger the lake’s ecology.

Estates offered the regional 
board 120 acres, provided the 
firm could go ahead with a 
denser devolojjment on the re¬ 
maining 320 acres.

neighborhood parks . immedi¬ 
ately adjacent to the 120 
acres, removing the sub¬ 

division even further from the 
park. 

He said he wouldn’t submit 
any more ar)pIications to the 
regional board. 

"I don’t want to stt in the 
land of fnistration any 

longer,” he said. 

"I will sell the land. 'n)ere 
are quite a number of parcels 
involved, each with its own 
legal description. Once I sell 
the land, the regional board 
will have to deal with maybe 
a dozen owners, instead of 
one,” he said. 

A regional Ixiard official 
said the developer’s offer was 
turned down for several rea¬ 
sons. 

"It was felt that a large 
subdiviswn in that isolated 
area was probably not what 
we wanted. At the same time. 


Herbert Anscomb Funeral Thursday 


Tory Curmudgeon Dies 


The unreconstructed, right- 
wing curmudgeon is dead. 
That’s what Herbert Ans¬ 
comb, 80, who died Sunday in 
Royal Jubilee Hospital, called 
himself just two years ago. 

“And I don’t give a damn 
who knows it,” he said at the 
Ume. 

Anscomb was many things 
in his time. He was leader of 
I the provincial Conservative 
party. He was a minister in 
several cabinet posts. And he 
was co-premier in the prov¬ 
ince’s Coalition government. 

He was the youngest mayor 
Victoria ever had when he 
was elected at the age of 37 
and held the office from 1929 
to 1931. He was the youngest 
reeve Oak Bay ever had when 
he was elected at the age of 
33 and served from 1925 to 
1§27. 

Oak Bay elected hlpi to the 
Legislature in 1932 ttnd he re¬ 
mained there until 1952 when, 
as finance minister, he was 


fired by Premier Byron John¬ 
son and lost his seat in the 
election following the breakup 
of the Coalition government. 

The man who scorned the 
change of his party’s name to 
Progressive Conservative (he 
said he was a Tory and was 
proud to belong to u party 
with a proud and progressive 
history) came to Canada from 
England in 1911 at the age of 
19. 

His first job in Victoria was 
with a pick and shovel. He 
later to(^ a job as a clerk 
with B.C. Electric at $50 a 
month, then became /a char¬ 
tered accountant and went 
into business for himseif. 

In the Coalition government 
he Vvas minister of mines and 
fisheries, minister of munici¬ 
pal affairs and minister of 
publid works. On the death of 
R. L, Maitland he was elected 
leader and made finance min¬ 
ister. 


He was known as a man 
with no hobbies who preferred 
work above social life, sports 
or cards, who read mainly 
business and financial news¬ 
papers, worked early and late 
and rarely took a holiday. 

A teetotaler, he was in¬ 
volved in Growers Wine Ltd. 
It was said he puffed and 
chewed his way through as 
many as 15 cigars a day 
"spewing smoke like a loco¬ 
motive” 

New'spaper profiles de¬ 
scribed him as dynamic, 
hard-hitting, a dramatic 
speechmaker, tough, some¬ 
times brutally blunt yet 
charming and suave when he 
w’anted to be. 

Ahscomb didn’t agree with 
bilingualism. He believed 
there should be only one lan¬ 
guage "and that’s the British 
language,” he said two years 
ago. 

Earlier he said he would 


rather sec Canada trade with 
Socialist Britain than with 
Yankeeland, his name for the 
U.S. 

He felt that anyone who 
abandoned outright free en¬ 
terprise had "joined the other 
side." He referred to the CCF 
party as communistic. 

He was still being forceful 
and outspoken when inter¬ 
viewed in November. 1970. He 
was 100 years behind the 
times in his thinking, he said, 
but he liked it that way. 

After Mrs. Anscomb died in 
1965 the former Tory leader 
made his home at ^ New¬ 
port and at the Union Club. 
'Ihe couple had no children. 
Anscomb is survived by a 
torother, Bute, in Vancouver. 

Funeral will be hclif at 1:15 
p.m. Thursday in St. Mary’s 
Anglican Church. Oak Bay, 
with Rev. Cyril Venables and 
Archdeacon A. E. Hendy of¬ 
ficiating. 


the provincial government an¬ 
nounced its new greenbclt 
protection pro^am and w’c 
thought the area in question 
might be ideally suited for 
purchase under that pro¬ 
gram.” he said.

Jim Gorst, MLA for Esqui- 
malt-Saanich, said Monday he 
has already approached Rec¬ 
reation and Conservation Min¬ 
ister Robert Williams to do 
something about the situation.

The idea of purchasing the 
land doesn’t appeal to Vic¬ 
toria Mayor Peter Pollen. 

"I don’t see why the com¬ 
munity should bail out a land 
speculator, or why the com¬ 
munity should be held at ran¬ 
som by a developer,” he said. 

In his opinion. Pollen said, 
the regional board should sim¬ 
ply continue to refuse to grant 
the developer a permit. * 

Victoria has a special inter¬ 
est in the matter because 
Thetis Lake Park belongs to 
the city w'hich inherited it 
years ago after it was no 
longer used as part of Vic¬ 
toria’s water supply system. 

Victoria Aid. Percy Framp- 
ton who also serves as direc¬ 
tor on the regional board said 
he is quite annoyed that he 
was never informed of the de¬ 
veloper’s offer^ 

“I’ve had just about enough 
of all this secrecy. There is no 
reason why this matter was 
not discussed by the full 
board. It could have been dis¬ 
cussed in camera if they 
didn’t want it publicized at 
that time,” Frarnpton said. 

If the 120 acres wouid pro¬ 
tect Thetis Lake from any ad¬ 
verse effects of the proposed 
subdivision, he said, the re¬ 
gional board should still ac¬ 
cept the offer. 

"I don’t think we could 
make a better dead.

U.S. Foreign Aid 
Keeps Countries Poor 


Foreign aid is not all mira¬ 
cle seeds, military might and 
Coca Cola -r in fact it keeps 
poor countries poor. 

'That’s the belief of Dr. 
Gary MacEoin, visiting 
professor at Fordham Univer¬ 
sity in New York, who gave 
two lectures at the University 
of Victoria Monday. 

MacEoin exploded what he 
called the "foreign aid myth” 
and said in Latin America in 
particular it had only served 
to keep the poor countries 
poor. 

He said the U.S. gets back 
$2 in dividends, royalties and 
repayments for every new 
dollar it gives in foreign aid 
in Latin America. 

"There is going to be a 
steep rise in repayments in 
the next few years where new 
aid given wall be less than the 
amount of repayments,” M*c- 
Eoin said. 

He referred to a widening 
disparity between the poor 
countries and the rich and 
said a quarter of mankind 
controls three-quarters of the 
world’s wealtli. 

Speaking in an address 
sponsored by the UVlc lec¬ 
turer committee, M^cEk)ln 
said the rich countries, partic¬ 
ularly the U.S., were deliber¬ 
ately thwarting all efforts of 
the poor countries to get on 
their own feet. 

'The rich countries were en¬ 
couraging growth for their 
own needs and not the basic 
needs of the poorer nations. 

He also berated the "decade 
of development” of the 1960s 
in which Under-developed 
countries were to have been 
given the aid to share in their 
own w-ealth. 

MacEoin, who recently 
spent three months in a 20,000- 
mile survey in Latin America 
in which he interviewed more 
than 1,000 people, said one 
Chilean political scientist had 


told him of the 60s, "If that is 
what one decade of develop¬ 
ment does for us, spare us 
from another.” 

More and more South 
American countries were de¬ 
clining aid because of the 
crippling terms involved, he 
added. 

However, MacEoin said the 
poor still believe it is within 
the ability of mankind to pro¬ 
vide a decent living for all. 

"But things are getting 
worse in Latift America, not 
better, with more poor, hungry 
and unemployed. 

"Life is barely tolerable for 
80 per cent of Latin America’s 
275 million people.” 

He blamed the U.S. for de¬ 
veloping the police state in 
South America and said "they 
don’t seem to know what kind 
of monster they have creat¬ 
ed.” 


MacEoin. an Irish-born law¬ 
yer, reporter, author and uni¬ 
versity teacher, called for 
change through enlightened 
self-interest on the part of de¬ 
veloped countries with aware¬ 
ness of the gap between the 
rich and the poor.
